Enchanting 
his hearers by the force, extent, and sweetness of his organs, he 
drew the audience from Handel to the opposition, and the mighty 
master gave up operas for oratorios. Here was proof the second 
that the public, well inclined towards the good, preferred support- 
ing the better. After this, rivalry ceased for nearly half a 
century, the Italian opera being continued only at the King’s 
Theatre, in the Haymarket, to which all the singers of great con: 
tinental repute were tempted to resort by the high prices paid for 
their talents, . The large salaries assigned to foreign singers now- 
a-days are a subject of continual reproach, but they are by no 
means a novelty in dramatic history. In 1776, when the Pantheon 
in Oxford Street was open to Italian operas, one hundred pounds 
per night, for two songs only, was paid to the unrivalled Lucrezia 
Agujari. 

We believe—writing from recollection only—that the Pantheon 
was a substitute forthe King’s ‘Theatre, which had been destroyed 
by fire ; but early in the present century it was opened again as 
a rival to the King’s Theatre, thus presenting a second instance of 
the contemporary existence of two Italian companies. That the 
Pantheon did not succeed arose from an alarm of fire given on the 
opening night, and a later rumour of the general insecurity of the 
pbuilding. From that time to the present, the royal establishment 
in the Haymarket has continued the sole theatre devoted to Italian 
performances ; for the heavy losses of all the impressari, until Mr. 
Lumley assumed the reins of authority, have deterred other specu- 
lators from similar enterprises; and music—in the ascendant until 
the close of the last century—has, in a measure, given place to 
the dominion of dancing. Vestris, the dieu de la danse, struck the 
first blow at the omnipotence of music, and the position acquired 
by him for the votaries of Terpsichore has since been maintained 
by a score or two of fascinating choregraphs. The names of Paul, 
Noblet, Deshayes, Fanny Bias, Mercandotti, Brocard, Taglioni, 
Ellsler, Carlotta Grisi, Grahn, Cerito, Perrot, and Rosati will be 
remembered in conjunction with those of Mara, Catalani, Sontag, 
Fodor, Naldi, Pasta, De Beguis, Fanny Ayton, Mahpbran, Grisi, 
Lablache, Mario, Tamburini, Rubini, Gardoni, and—Jenny Lind. 

To revert to our first position. The public, provided with two 
superb temples of the lyrical drama, will bestow its patronage 
upon both, or upon the best. The best singers, next to the best 
dancers, will prove the greatest magnets. An impossible 
entrechat at one house will put out the pipe of the finest warbler 
at the other ; an intricate pas, transcending all previous efforts, or 
a new octave in the chest at Her Majesty’s Theatre, will annihi- 
late the prestige of royal favour aud a Philharmonic leader at 
Covent Garden. Meanwhile, to place. competition on a better 
basis still, the prices of admission to the two houses will necessa- 
rily be equallised. Such, at least, isthe impression which we en- 
tertain, after a diligent study of the past, and a patient and impar- 
tial examination of the tendencies of the present. A few months 
will decide the correctuess or otherwise of our view. 

One word to the public; judge fairly for yourselves. Dis- 
trust those organs of intelligence whose statements — they do 
not merit to be called opinions — are founded on an obvious 
bias. Partisanship, arising out of a warmth of gratitude for 
favours received and expected, on one side ; and bitter hostility, 
springing from a sense of personal injuries, on the other, have 
been, and continue to be, the ruling principles of too many of the 
operatic reporters and critics. 

Personal observation will be the best public guide after all. 
Go and hear Gardoni; see Rosati and Marie Taglioni; determine 
for yourself if Tamburini’s voice has failed, or Grisi lost any of her 
sweetness. Of course you will hear Lind and Staudigl at the 
Queen’s Theatre ; and you will not fail to greet Ellsler at Covent 
Garden. Do not be tempted by the battles of the press to petu- 
lantly cry a plague on “both your houses;” bat for the sake of 
high art, and the preservation of the noblest fanes in Europe, give 
to cach a proportion of your countenance. 
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THE INSTALLATION OF A KNIGHT OF THE 
GARTER. 

A more imposing ceremony than the installation of a Knight of 
the Garter.cannot be conceived, ‘The antiquity of the order, the au- 
thority of the monarch, the lineage of the knights, and the historical 
reminiscences suggested, contribute to render it most effeciive and 
juteresting. The latest occasion was on Iriday, the 26th inst., when 
the Queen held a Chapter of the Most Noble Order of the Garter at 
Buckingham Palace. 

‘The Knights Companions of the Order assembled at one o'clock, 
and were robed in their mantles of purple velvet by Mr. Hunter and 
Mr. Ede. ‘The Queen, who wore the mantle and collar of the 
Order, was seated in a chair of state, Prince Albert being by her 
side, his Royal Highness also wearing the mantle and collars, The 
Knights Companions present were his Royal Highness Prince Al- 
bert, his Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of 
Wellington, the Marquis of Anglesey, the Marquis of Exeter, the 
Duke of Hamilton, the Marquis of Salisbury, the Duke of Beaufort, 

carl de Grey, and the Marquis Camden, All wore their splendid 
collars. 

‘The Chancellor signified to the Chapter her Majesty's royal will 
and pleasure that the vacant stallin the Royal Chapel of St. George, 
at Windsor, should be filled, and as by the statutes none but a Knight 
can be elected, the Most Noble Francis Duke of Bedford was intro- 
duced beween Garter and Black Rod. The Sword of State, borne 
by Sir William Martins, Gentleman Usher, was presented to the 
Queen by the Lord Chamberlain, and her Majesty was graciously 
pleased to confer the honour of Knighthood upon the Noble 
Duke therewith. His Grace rising, kissed the Sovereign's hand 
and retired. 

The Knights Companions proceeded to the election, and the suf- 
frages having been collected by the Chancellor, were presented by 
him to the Queen, who commanded him to declare that the Most 
Noble Francis Duke of Bedford had been duly elected a Knight of 
the Most Noble Order of the Garter. 

By the Sovereign’s command, the Duke of Bedford was received 
atthe door of the Chapter Room by the Marquis Camden and Earl 
de Grey, the two junior Knights Companions present, and was con- 
ducted between them to the Queen, preceded by Garter (bearing the 
ensigns of the Order upon a crimson velvet cushion) and by Black 
Rod, His Grace knelt near the Sovereign, and Garter King of 
Arms, on his knee, presented the Garter, and her Majesty, assisted 
by thelr Royal Highnesses Prince Albert and the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, the two senior Knights Companions present, buckled it on 
his Grace's left leg, the Chancellor pronouncing the usual ad-

Cepiwa tHe ISLAND OF LABUAN TO Exctawnn.—The tris, 26, Cap- 
tain G. B. Mundy, commanding the squadron on the. coast Pr 
Borneo, arrived at Sarawac on the. 6th of December, in com any 
with the Wolf and Hazard. Mr. Brooke immediately aba ed in 
the Hazard, and proceeded to Singapore, to have a conference with 
the commander-in-chief, and the Iris and Woif made sail for the 
river Borneo. I he ships anchored off the entrance on the 16th, and 
on the 18th Captain Mundy proceeded with ail the boats armed, and 
marines, to the capital, and concluded a treaty with the sultan b 
which the island of Labuan was ceded for ever to England iad aed 
pulations made for the suppression of piracy along the coast. 


On ' week, 


the 14th of the same month the Island of Labuan was taken posses- 
sion of in the name of the Queen of England, with due form and 
ceremony. 


The Iris and Wolf dressed ship, royal salutes were fired, 
marines and small armed men landed, and Pangeran Mourmen, 
the prime minister, with all the chief rajahs, nobles, and several hun- 
dreds of Borneans, attended on shore, and their picturesque proas 
anchored close to the beach, with flags and banners, had a beautiful 
effect. Captain Mundy addressed the assembled natives in a short 
speech, explanatory of the English and Borneo governments, which 
Lieut. Heath put into Malay, and which seemed to give universal 
satisfaction, the great majority declaring their anxiety for protection 
fromthe ferocious pirates, and wishing for peaceful trade. A sump- 
tuous repast was afterwards given to the natives, princes and people, 
under tents erected on Point Pasley, and conviviality was kept up 
till sunset, when the Mussulmen returned to their fleet. Pangeran 
Mourmen and all the nobles visited the Iris the following day, and 
afterwards returned to Bruni. The pirates had not appeared since 
the decisive operations of Sir Thomas Cochrane in July, and it is to 
be hoped the navigation will henceforth be secure. The Iris was at 
Labuan on the 12th of January, with the Wolf. Trade had com- 
menced most favourably, and all that was passing proved the cor- 
rectness of judgment of tbe rear admiral in all his late measures, as 
well as the soundness of advice given by Mr. Brooke. ‘The sultan 
intimated his desire to pay a visit to the Iris. and preparations were 
making for the reception of his highness at the date of the last intel- 
ligence. Ailis now peace and friendship where a few months ago 
the horrors of war were fivrcely raging, and fierce and haughty 
tribes, who for centuries have been warring amongst themselves and 
their neighbours, and who had never seen a European beyond those 
captured by them and in slavery, are now striving to cultivate the 
good-will of the English, and the frigate and corvette daily receive 
visits from numbers from different points of the coast. 

Axmy Commissions. — It appears from a parliamentary paper,

Tue Austrian Mescuanr Service, — The “ Austrian Lloyd's” 
gives the following comparative statement of the Austrian mercan- 
tile marine :—Her trading vessels number 556, amounting to 153,985 
tons. At the end of 1845, the number was 533, and the tonn ge 
145,823, being an increase in 1846 of 18 vesse!s and 8157 tons, Aus- 
tria has, besides, 20 steamers belonging to the Lloyd's Company, 
measuring together 6984 tons, and amounting to 2110 horse. power, 
‘There are now on the stocks, at Trieste, 5 new steamers, amounting 
to 3000 tous, and 1200 horse power. 

Romer.—The Pontilical Government has issued an edict, signed by 
Cardina: Gizzi, relitive to the censure on the press. The first chap- 
ter states that the Council cf Censure at Rome shall be presided over 
by the Rev. Master of the Palace, and cannot be composed of more 
than five members, to be chosen by his Holiness among the most 
eminent literary men.

Sovprery at Evections.—The following is asketch of the govern- 
ment bill just laid before the Commons’ House of Parliameat, hav- 
ing for its object the regulation of © the stations of soldiers during 
parhamentary elections: ” — The preamble states, that whereas by 
Act 8th George I]. c. 30. provision is made for the removal of all 
soldiers quartered or billeted in any city, borough town, or pace to 
the distance of two or more mises, when aud as offen as any e:ection 
of any peer or peers to represent the peers of Scotland in Parliament, 
or of any member or members to serve in Pariiament, shall be ap- 
pointed to be made therein ; and whereas, in consequence of changes 
in the law for taking the poll at the election of members to serve in 
Parliament, the expense and inconvenience of such removal of sol- 
diers is greatly increased, &c. The bill then proceeds to repeal the 
Act 8th George II. c. 30, and to provide that soldiers remain in bar- 
racks or quarters during elections. Notice of elections is to be 
riven to the secretary at war; and this bill is not to apply to her Ma- 


jesty’s guards, or to sotdiers in the Bank.

Guernsey. — It appears that a diabolical attempt has lately been 
made to fire the large stackyard of Mr. Allez, of the Bordages, St. 
Saviour’s, who has been recently released from prison for contempt 
of court. On removing a stack a few days ago on his premises, a 
bundie of cartridges of powder, bound together with slow match, and 
covered with loose hay, was found underneath. The amadoux, or 
match, had evidently been lighted, but appears luckily to have been 
extinguished frum being too tightly sound to the packet attached to 
it; otherwise, no doubt, one of the largest stackyards in Guernsey 
would have been reduced to ashes.

Tar Srram-smr Grear Bnirain.— The breakwater to the Great 
Britain still continues to attract attention. An eye-witness informs 
us that several engineers and officers of the navy visited the ship on 
Monday and Tuesday, some of whom, on the spot, stated their 
opinion, that, after such a gale as that of Sunday, Monday, and 
Tuesday, when the wind was in the worst possible quarter, and the 
sea terrifically high, they fully expected to find her destroyed.

The noise of the seas rebounding and meeting could be dis- 
tinctly heard amid the roar of the wind and noise of the breakers on 
the beach, The tides, with the wind at the south, are expected to be 
the highest of the year, and we understand Captain Claxton has given 
orders that the crew should not remain on board during the night

additional blessing of being under British rule, still existed on the 
other side of the Atlantic. Mr, Gesner has done right in thus par- 
ticularising the history and account of New Brunswick, and the very 
efficient and business like manner in which he has treated every 
detail of value and importance to the intended emigrant, makes his 
work not only a benefit to the public at large, but also of great prac- 
tical utility to any one about to emigrate. We ‘applaud the’ spirit 
of patriotism that pervades his chapters, and the kindly manner with 
which he speaks of the interests and objects of the mother country. 
It is this that constitutes the welcome given to her self-exiled chil- 
dren on their arrival in their adopted country, and exhibits a pleasing 
contrast to the aligator-like seizure of emigrants in the United States 
by scheming sharpers, who rob, deceive, and ruin at least two thirds 
before they leave the port at which they were landed. Several illus. 
trations are introduced into the work, which give good ideas of the 
character of the country and of the habitations of the people, from 
the wigwam of the native to the residence of the lieutenant-governor. 
Our first illustration represents a family of Indians seeking fresh 
quarters for themselves, Partly civilised, the Indian has probably 
sold his clearing, and now in the character of a pioneer recedes still 
farther inland, to prepare another seat for some future emigrant, 
when again our patient and serviceable Indian will be again upon 
the move. Before the arrival of the eagee and French on these 
shores two great tribes, the Micmacs and the Melicetes, occupied this 
part of British America; the former belonging to the tribes of the 
north or six nations, the latter descended froma Delaware stock. 
They still retain the language of their forefathers, though civilisation 
has made considerable progress among them, 


Previous to the arrival of the Europeans in the country, the clothing of the 
Indian consisted of a cloak. Toa strong girdle or belt around the waist were 
suspended two aprons, one before and the other behind, which were used as 
pockets. A long stocking was sewed around the leg from the middle of the thigh 
to the ancle; and the whole foot was covered with a piece of soft leather inge- 
niously stitched up behind, and sewed to atop piece across the instep. : This kind 
of shoe, called the mocassin, is light and agreeable, and better rp ae for tra. 
velling in the forests and snow than any other. ‘These simple articles of dress 
were made of the skins of wild animals. The dress of the female differed but 
little from that of the male, except that the apron extended down below the 
knees. Since the introduction of European stuffs, these garments are made of 
cloth. The mocassin is still made of tanned or untanned leather, 

All the hair was cut off or pulled out, except a tuft on the crown of the head, 
which was ornamented with feathers, pieces of bone, and shells. The hair of 
the females was permitted to grow, and flowed around their shoulders, decorated 
with rude trinkets. It does not appear that the Micmacs were much attached to 
the custom of tattooing ; although the chiefs sometimes recorded in their skins, 
by nistoglyphic figures, certain victories, and other events. The warrior, in 
preparing for battle, painted on his body the most frightful forms ; the face was 
coloured with stripes of red and black, in such manner as to offer to his foes the 
most terrific erpresst of countenance, and his motions were those of menace 
and defiance. From their resemblance to war, hunting and trapping were their 
favourite employments. Every hunting occasion was preceded by fastings, 
dreamings, and superstitious ceremonies; and the destruction of droves òf wild 
animals was celebrated with enthusiastic joy. The great warmth and beauty of 
the skin of the beaver gave that animal a sharefin their affections ; and in their

These vessels are not on y well adapted for 
shallow and rapid streams, but, from their lightness and buoyancy, they are safe 
amidst the stormy waves and breakers. An Indian will transport from river to 
river, on his back, a canoe capable of carrying ten persons in safety, together with 
a paddle, a gun, a hatchet, blanket, and kettle. 
The model of the canoe of the Melicete differs from that of the Micmac. It 
is somewhat in the style of an English Darque, and has a yery graceful appear- 


ance upon the water ; but the canoe of the Micmac is rather the safer vessel in 
an open sea in stormy weather. 


During his geological survey of the province, Mr, Gesner and his

However, we are drawing towards the conclusion of our agreeable 
task, and we have yet to give the picture of life in the back settle- 
ments of New Brunswick, as drawn by the graphic pen of Mr. Ges- 
ner, His account of a clearing, and the settlement that follows, is 
admirably told: — 


To the immigrant, the vast forest presents at first a gloomy spectacle. When 
e enters upon his ground, he finds not a spot where food can be raised, and the 

entire surface of the earth is covered by innumerable trees, that have stood or 
ages, and still seem to bid defiance even to armies of axemen. The axe must ‘| 
applied to every tree; for every attempt to root them out, except by cutting, ay 
their subsequent decay, has proved abortive. The trunk is cut from Aa a 
three feet above the ground —the tree staggers, and falls with a loud et : e 
axeman watches the direction taken by the falling wood, calling to his co 
panions, if he have any, to “ stand by.” Here “ man appears to contend aga ne 
the trees of the forest as though they were his most obnoxious eneaniei: tot fe 
Spares neither the young sapling in its greenness, nor the ancient trunk in its 
lofty pride: he wages war against the forest with fire and steel. ve 

It is interesting to observe the rising of a settlement, and the advancemen a 
cultivation in the wilderness. At first, perhaps, a solitary settler putan r 
shanty, amidst the stumps, and frequently by the side of arivulet. The walls o 
his dwelling are large logs piled upon each other, and dovetailed at the corpore, 
with a square hole cut through for a door, and another for a window ; the crac "a 
are stopped with moss.

As season succeeds season, so the clearing is enlarged, until the plough is put 
in motion, and field after field is seen bearing a crop. In the mean time, ot a! 
adventurers have taken up the surrounding lands, and a wide gap is made in i : 
forest. A log schoolhouse, with a cob chimney, has been built, and well A e 
with children: a saw-mill and a grist-mill have been erected. The first log- 
house is now converted into a ig-sty, its proprietor having removed to a nas 
framed cottage, covered with clapboards and shingles, and perhaps painted red — 
a very favourite colour for houses inthe country.

Much as we could desire to transfer whole chapters of this in- 
teresting work to our pages for the instruction of our readers, we 
are deterred from a sense of justice to the author to encroach more 
upon his labours than is sufficient to prove the soundness of our 
critical opinion as to the great merits of the book he has produced, 
and the good reason we have to recommend it to all interested or 
concerned in emigration or colonisation, especially as relates to our 
British possessions in North America, As however somewhat con- 
nected with the subjects of our illustration, we close our page with 
the following instructive extract respecting the clearing of new lands, 
and the first crops derived from the virgin soil. 


The system of clearing in New Brunswick differs a little from that pursued in 
Canada. A tract of ground having been deleted all the under brush is first cut 
away—this is most easily done when the ground is frozen—and it is desirable 
also to remove such small trees as are suitable for making the fences. The large 
trees are then felled and “junked up” (cut into logs) from ten to fifteen feet in 
length, the limbs are lopped off, and the closer they lie to the ground, the better 
will they afterwards burn. The trees are sometimes felled in windows (long 


heaps of fallen timber)—a plan which o erates against tl i 
surface and the distribution of the ashes: S ie toe, burning of the 


The time for chopping varies. It is merally admitted that the under-brush 
should be cut in the beginning of w nter, and the large trees in the ensuing 
spring, before the sap has ascended to the branches. In August or September 
the chopping is fired, and much labour is saved by obtaining a good burn. Most 
frequent y the fire consumes all the brushwood and limbs, and nothing remains 
but the charred lo sand extinguished brands. In the autumn, these are rolled 
together with handspikes, or drawn by oxen, into large piles, where they are 
burned. This work is most frequently performed b 


i t a number of settlers, who 
unite and assist each other in the laborious task. Almost every man collects hig 
neighbours, if he have any, and makes a piling frolic. After the labour of the day 


is ended, and the company have partaken of the refreshments Prepared by the 
females, it is not uncommon to hear the fiddle strike up, and the party engage 
in the merry jig and reel. This system of mutual assistance is considered 
beneficial; it removes little jealousies in society, and cheers the heart of the 
settler amidst his struggles to redeem the soil; yet I have observed, that men 
who plod on alone and single-handed are as successful as those who adopt the 
other course. After the piling, the heaps of wood are fired, generally in the 
evening, when the whole surface is in a blaze, and the anxious settler remains 
up all night to roll the ignited logs together. 

Choppings are sometimes made in the winter, and burned in the spring; in 
such instances, the labour of © clearing off” is greater, but a crop is obtained in 
the same season. After all the timber has been consumed, or drawn off to make 
the fences, the surface of the earth is broken by a crotch-harrow, dr 
or mules. ‘The harrow is in the shape of the letter V, with a row of teeth in 
each side. The wheat or other grain is then sown broadcast. About two 
bushels of wheat are required for an acre. Some sow the grain upon the un« 
broken surface. The harrow is again applied, and hacks are employed to cover

Itis remarkable that the trees of the forest, whenever they are de- 
stroyed by fire, or cleared away by the agriculturist, and the land afterwards 
neglected. of whatever kinds the are, do not spring up again ; but a new growth 
of other trees succeeds them, ‘The land, cleared of its lofty pines and spruces 
is soon covered by the white poplar, maple, hackmatack, fir, wild cherry, cedar, 
and ‘blue whortleberries. Sugar maple, beech, and birch are frequently suc- 
ceeded by red pine, red and white spruce, sumach, raspberry, and gooseberry 
bushes. Hemlock land is soon overspread by cedar or alder, T'he original kind 
of trees do not appear in the second! growth; but after the second growth is re- 
moved, they again pacupy the ground. This rotation of crops seems to be a law 
of nature, from which the farmer may derive a valuable hint, 
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BRITISH COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 

Carr or Goon Horr.—Cape Town papers to the 23d of January 
have arrived. ‘They state that the operations of the forces under 
Colonel Somerset against the chief Pato, and in the capture of cattle 
in Creili's country, have been very successful, and that :easonable 
expectations are entertained of a speedy end of open war, ‘The 
number of cattle captured was considerable, but far short of the 
number Jost by the colonists, and, in all probability, far short of the 
number of colonial cattle still held by the Kaffiis, :

New Sourn Wares —We are in receipt of papers from this colony 
to the 9th of December. They contain the resuits of the census for 
1846, taken on the 2d of March. ‘The total population of New South 
Wales ou that day was (exclusive of Port Essington), males, 114,769; 
females, 74840; total, 189,609. The population (of both sexes) 
within the limits of location amounted to, in the middle district, 
138 883; in Port Philip district, 23.468; in all, 162,851. Beyond 
the limits of location it was, in the middie district, 15,651; in Port 
Philip di-trict, 9411 in all, 25,062. The crews of colonial vessels at 
sea were estimated at 2196. ‘lhe gross increase of popu/ation during 
the five years ending Ist March, 1846, was 58,753; the increase of 
males was 27,471; of females, $1,282. The excess of males over 
females was, wi hin the limiis of location, 25,269; beyond, 12.464. 
To equaliise the sexes. nearly 38,000 females were required. Tne 
increase of females during the last five years had only been $811 in 
excess of the increase of males, The governor had set out on his 
promised tour through the cclony.

INDIA AND CHINA. 

The semi-monthly express from Marseilles has brought dispatches 
from Bombay of the date of 2d of March. The chief item of in- 
ter: st from the Punjaub during the previous fortnight had been the 
discovery of a conspirecy against the life of Sirdar Tej Singh, for- 
merly commander-in-chief of the Sikh forces, and at present our 
staunchest friend amongst the unquiet spirits composing the Durbar. 
No clue has as yet been had to the originators of the diabolical plot. 
Scandal has gone so far as to say that the Ranee, or the Maharajah 
of Jamoo, were at the bottom of it. Meanwhile the work of reform 
gets on apace under our dictatorial management. "The Maharajah 
Dhulleep Singh and his mother have been very authoritatively given 
to understand that henceforth none of those excursions of pleasure 
or charitable pilgrimages to holy shrines will be permitted without 
the official permission of the president, a stretch of authority which 
does not’at all seem to be relished by the proud-spirited Ranee, 
Captain Lawrence had left Lahore and arrived at Wuzzeerabad, and 
would shortly be joined without delay by a considerable body of 
troops under General Goolaub Singh. Nothing active is to be 
looked for from this move, being only a precautionary measure in 
granting them two months’ leave of absence. The disturbances in 
the Hazareh districts have now been quelled. the insurgents having 
sustained a signal defeat by the troops under the Sikh general just 
named, ‘Ihe Dewan Moolrag of Mooltan is still busily occupied in 
marching and countermarching an army in quest of the neighbouring 
Beloochees, who have been making some successful forays of late 
upon his district; and this, with the very unsatisfactory manner with 
which the Dewan appears to be conducting the affairs of his steward- 
ship, there seems every reason for supposing that we must soon in- 
terfere, The King of Jamoo, Gooland Singh, appears at present to 
be bearing his crown with becoming grace, and if no fresh plots are 
hatching he is beginning to make up for past misconduct. 

Scinneg, in respect of news, continues as barren as its soil, and as 
unproductive to the politician as it is said to be to the government. 
Sir Charles Napier had reached Hydrabad, with his family and suite, 
on the 11th ult., having visited the scenes of his glory. He lost one 
of his servants overboard when ascending the river. On his arrival 
he was visited, on the 14th, by our very faithful and very upright 
ally the notorious Meer Ali Moorad, of Khyrpore. He was of 
course received in state by his friend the governor, and one good turn 
deserving another, repaid the honour the following day, Sir Charles, 
after experiencing the round of hospitality provided him by the 
oflicers of corps, was expected to leave for the sva coast about the be- 
ginning of the month. ‘The remains of his highness Meer Nuzzeer 
Khan, one of the ex-ameers, who lately died near Calcutta, reached 
Hydrabad lately, and were deposited with due solemnity in the 
family vault. 

No further incursions have been made by the pillaging Doomkies, 
the drubbing they received at the hands of Captain Jacob's horse 
having had a salutary effect on themes A very destructive storm had 
passed over the Gulf of Cuich on the 25th of January, Twent 
vessels belonging alone to Kurrachee have been lost, afd tough 
much property has been destroyed, no lives have been reported Jost. 
The reduction in the Scinde force has now been fully effected, 
General Hunter, who has commanded the sickly station of Sukkur, 
has now left, and is on his way down for the purpose of returning to 
England, His departure is much regretted. 

Further accounts from Affghanistan and Peshawur are not very 
much diversified, With the native news wiiters, Mahomed Akhbar 
Khan was “ still the burden of their song.” He appears to be run- 
ning a muck, fomenting disturbances here, and crushing them there 
—bheaping favou's upon this, and compassing the assassination of that 
one; while tne Dost, his father, remains inactive in his capital, un- 
able to crush, or afraid by more energetic means to interfere, his 
command and his treasury being with his son considered alike 
bankrupt. 

His Majesty the King of Oudh died at his palace on the 18th ult., 
and his throne was quietly occupied by his son a few hours after, 

Misrule continues paramount within the kingdom of the Nizam, 
who has, like his colleague in cunning, Goolaub Singh, been pre- 
vailed upon to abolish the barbarous rite of Suttee throughout his 
dominions, 

The governor-general was, expected to arrive at Meerut on the 
24th ult. ‘The reductions formerly mentioned as about to take place 
in the army have now been gazetted. Each of the 157 regiments in 
the three presidencies is to be reduced by 220, forming in all a re- 
duction of about 34,000 native infantry; 300 being taken from each 
of eighteen corps of irregular cavalry, will slow a total of 38,720.

F RANCE. — T'he Paris papers of Monday record little of interest in 
the way of political news, By royal ordounances, dated on Satur- 
day, Vice- Admiral Baron de Ja Susse is appointed a member of the 
Council of Admiralty and president of the Board of Naval Works, 
in the room of Admiral Massieu de Clerval, deceased; and Vice- 
Admiral Parceval Deschenes js appointed a member of the Mixed 
Commission of Public Works, in the room of Baron de la Susse, 
By a royal d cision dated the same day, Rear- Admiral Lemariee is 
appoinied Major-General of Marine ‘at Toulon, The Prince de 
Joinville has now uuder his orders six ships at Toulon, three of which

by the Pauline, which has arrived here from Rio Janeiro, that th

Srain.—We have received the Madrid papers of the 24th, together 
with a letter from our correspondent, The ministerial crisis is not 
yetatanend, According to the “ Heraldo” and the other organs 
of the Moderados, the Queen never had any idea of intrusting the 
reins of government to the Progressista party, bot, on the contrary, 
says that the party now 1n power will probably be strengthened by 
the union of Narvaez, Mon, Bravo Murillo, and Olivan in one cabi- 
net. The “ Esp-ctador,” on the conirary, assures us that a Pro- 
gressista cabinet is likely to be formed ‘under the presidency of 
M. Gurigay. The only point upon which the organs of the different 
parties appear to be agreed upon is, that a change of some kind is in- 
evitable. There had been some corn riots at Santiayo, in conse 
quence of the orders given by the government to close the ports, 
Che rioters pillaged some corn, and in a conflict with the armed 
force killed a soldier and wounded a national guard before they could 
be subdued. i 

A letter from Broscha (Lerida) of the 19th, says that Tristani’s 
band, 200 strong, was come up with by a column of troops at the 
village of Freixanet, on the 16h, but the Carlists retired towards 
Berga without loss, and the troops followed them. It stares that 
Tristani had caused one of the inhabitants to be shot fer obeying 
General Breton’s orders by raising the somaten against them; and 
also a househo'der, at whose house he, had lodged, on suspicion that 
he had sent information to the troops. The writer hopes that Gene- 
ral Breton's order wiil be revoked, as being perfectly useless and 
imp-acticable. 

Rome. — Letters from Rome of the 18th inst. announce, that 
among the papers seized On a refugee implicated in the last con- 
spiracy discovered at Ancona, were several documents showing that 
Austria was intriguing against the Pope’s government. Those 
papers having been forwarded to Rome, Cardinal Gizzi, the secre- 
tary of state, immediately addressed a note to the Austrian ambassa- 
dor, appiising him of the fact, and demanding an explanation. ‘The 
latter having merely acknowledged the receipt of the note, the cardinal 
wrote him a second, which aiso remained without a reply. The Pope, 
indignant at his conduct, sent for the ambassador, who hastened to 
wait on his holiness. ‘Their interview was said to have been very 
animated, and when the Pope conducted the ambassador to the door, 
he told him, in the presence of the attendants,—* I give you my 
blessing; but you may write to your Sovereign, that if he expects to 
intimidate me, he is greatly mistaken.” One of those letters men- 
tioned that the ambassador was to guit Rome in the evening of the 
18th. 

A few days ago, a young man was arrested at Rome, in a coffee- 
house frequented by foreign artists, for having spoken disrespectfully 
of the Pope. He cailed himself Count Baldi, a native of Fano, and 
in his lodgings several poignards. air guns, and other prohibited arms 
were found, He at first would give no explanations, but at Jast 
stated that he had intended to assassinate Pius IX. on the day on 
which his Holiness should distribute religious banners to the different 
quarters of Rome. He is said to be implicated in the conspiracy re- 
cently discovered at Rome and Ancona. 

Grener, — ‘lhe following horrible scene has taken place at 
Nauplia, in Greece ; — Two brigands, Demetrius and Theodosius 
‘Tryphoupoulos, were brought out for execution in the principal 
square of the town. They both walked quietly to the seaffold, but 
when the executioner approached Demetrius to bind him to the 
fatal plank, the latter, who is a man of gigantic stature and herculean 
strength, burst his cords, and overthrew the executioner and his 
assistants. On their endeavouring to seize him, when they regained 
their Jegs, Demetrius beat them severely, and threatened to ifek 
them off the scaffold among the crowd, and was carrying his threats 
into execution, when the executioner drew a long bladed knife from 
under his dress. and stabbed Demetrius to the heart, who fell dead 
upon the platform, > The executioner then decapitated the corpse, 
‘The other brother, Theodosius, on the contrary, seemed perfectly re- 
signed to his fate, and submitted himseif quietly into the hands of 
the executioner. In another Moment he had ceased to exist, 

‘The Turco- Grecian difference does not appear so near an end as 
was anticipated. By the French steamer a nove was addressed to M. 
Argyropulo, the Greek Chargé d'Affaires, with directions to lay the 
same before the Turkish minister for Foreign Affairs. From what 
can be learned of the contents of this note, it appears that M. Coletti 
has requested the Sultan to nominate another minister in the place 
of M. Mussuris, after which the King of Greece will give every rea- 
sonable satisfaction that his Imperial Majesty may demand. ‘The 
Sultan, however, 18 firm in adhering Strictly to the letter of the. first 
note addressed by the Porte to M, Coletti. l 

A letter from Athens of the 14th states that, in consequence of 
the Turkish troops on the frontiers having been recently reinforced, 
the Greek government has recalled all the officers and men of its 
army who were absent on leave, and had given extensive orders for 
arms to the armourers in Athens and in the provinces. 

Potanp, Marcu 16.—We have at length authentic information 
respecting the movements of the Russian troops in the interior of 
the kingdom of Poland. On the frontier, between Russia on one 
side, and Austria and Prussia on the other, a corps of Cossacks, which 
has been considerably reinforced, is now stationed. There is. be- 
sides, in Russian- Poland, and probably not far from the frontiers of 
Galicia, a moveable corps under Gen, Rudiger, of about 12,000 men, 
including the ordinary garrison, This corps is probably intended to 
watch the movements in Galicia, from wnich very alarming accounts 
have been received here. So much is certain. According to other 
accounts, which, however, all agree, there are separate corps in dif- 
ferent parts of the kingdom, none of which, however, exceeds 800 or 
1000 men A part of these corps is said to be intended for Southern 
Russia, and another poruon to be cincentrated in Poland for a grand 
review, which the Emperor intends to have in that kingdom. 

SwitzenLaNnp — l'he * New Zurich Gazette,” of the 25th, speaks 
ofa letter written from one of the great capitals of Germany, saying 
that before the fall of Cracow, Austria, France, and Sardinia had 
offered arms and officers to the states of the Catholic league—the 
arms at a price so low that it was equivalent to a gift. ‘Lhe arms 
were accepted, but the officers refused, In case of war, the Prince 
of Schwarizenberg was to have been placed at the head of the league 
and had already laid out plans for a ciımpaign. ‘This prince has 
travelled over the different cantons of Switzerland, and has. had con- 
ferences with all the leading mem ers of the Catholic party. Austria 
is said to have notified that she will not recognise any resolution of 
the twelve cantons against,the Catholic league. Menaces were to be 
launched against the canton of Tessin, to Operate a change in its lin 
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of policy; and all was prepared for the Catholic states to take the 
offensive. The Catholics of Argovie, St, Gall, and the Grisons 
were to advance on Aarau or Berne. ‘The aristocrats of Berne had 
done ali intheir power to make anarchy prevail, and to lessen the 
means of defence. „A rising was also premeditated in the Tessin 
and in the Valais. ‘Tne nobles of Bale alone rejected any conni- 
vance at these measures. On the fall of Cracow, France withdrew 
herself’ from this triumvirate, and Austria counselled a defensive in- 
stead of an offensive system.

order in Switzerland. 


Austria. — A correspondent writes from Vienna, on the 22d, to 
the “ Journal de Francfort:” — “ In consequence of the continued 
dearth of provisions, there were riots on the 20th at Funthans, ^ 
village in the environs of Vienna; the bakers’ and oiher shops were 
forcibly entered, and a quantity of bread and other provisions was 
carried off, but a detachment of hussars soon dispersed the mob. No 
act of personal violence was committed. ‘The government is teking 
all possible ineasures for relieving the general distress. It is in- 
creasing the public works, and urying the formation of railroads with 
redoubled vigour Nevertheless, all the hospitals, prisons, and 
houses of correction are full, and it is evident that ail human re- 
sources will not suffice to remedy an evil so general.. Every one is 
persuaded that, if the next harvest is not abundant, the government 
will be compelled to interdict the exportation of corn, At the last 
market there were a great number of French buyers., The govern- 
ment has ordered the issue of 500,000 florins in Treasury bills for the 
benefit of the town of Brunn, celebrated for its industry, and parti- 
cularly for its woollen manufactories. ‘These bills bear 3 per cent., 
and may be paid at any time. A similar issue at Prague has been 
perfectly sucessful” The “ Cologne Gazette” states trom Vienna, 
that it is not intended to make any formal reduction in the Austrian 
army, but to give unlimited furloughs to 30,000 men, 

Watacuia. — After abolishing slavery amongst the gipsies, the 
government of Walachia has presented a bill for the sanction of the 
states, concerning the two species of naturalisation of strangers.. Ac- 
cording to the terms of this bill, every foreigner may acquire the 
privileges of a native subject, hold public situations, and be entitled 
toa pension. He may purchase landed property, enj y municipal 
rights, &c. Such are the privileges accorded by the litte naturalisa- 
tion. The great naturalisation, which confers the electoral rights 
for becoming a member of the Assembly of the States, can only be 
accorded to foreigners whose fathers have already enjoyed the rights 
conferred by the little naturalisation, and with the condition that they 
are born in the country. The decision of the assembly on this bill 
has not yet been given. 

Bavanta.— Many of the accounts from this place are erroneous in 
the details they give. The estate to be given to Lola Montes was 
not at Starnberg. on the lake of that name. It is a castle and small 
estate of Sternfeld. in Franconia, which was offered for sale. The 
lady wanted to purchase it, but as no one can hold land who is not 
naturalised, she applied for letters of naturalisation, which she would 
have had to do had she been neither a dancer nora politician. ‘Che 
case, in the regular course of things, would then have come before 
the council of state. The ministers had, therefore, no pretence for 
putting the lady forward in the manner they have done; but the 
Bavariins are gainers by their doing so, for probably nothing less 
would have opened the King’s eyes to the command of means on 
which the party now overthrown relies, and which it here wished to 
use to intimidate him. The Austrian ambassador has left Munich, 
but ostensibly on account of the Greek quarrel. The Pope's nuncio 
refused to accompany him. The King has become immensely 
popular. 

Manpacascar.—The “ Sentinelle de Maurice” of Dec. 7. states 
that it is the intention of France to abandon its establishment at 
Nossibé, where the European population has hitherto been decimated, 
and two-thirds of the troops fall yearly victims to the insalubrity of 
the climate. The island of Mayotte will thus become the sole mili. 
tary position of France in those seas. ‘

TraxsatTLantIe TeLeorarns.—If the railways are working won- 
ders, the telegraph is outstripping them in achievements. Almost 
every state is now in instantaneous communication with New York, 
Merchants, both American and British, transmit their orders to their 
remotest agents, and even talk of throwing off a reel of submarine 
wires across the Atlantic. At any rate they already insulate them in 
their lakes, and thread them through their rivers; New York, Wash- 
ington, Pittsburg, Buffalo, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Washington, and 
the other cities of the Atlantic, being enabled by them to talk simul- 
taneously with one another. ‘The progress of electric communication 
is far more marvellous and immense than anything we know of in 
the moiher country; Buffalo, Boston, and New York are compara- 
tively next door neighbours. Intelligence flies through the country 
every minute in flashes of electricity; the merchant negotiates a 
loan, or consummates a purchase with a customer in a market a 
hundred miles off, and journals distant a PARRY from Congress 
have its speeches and proceedings in print while the speaker is in 
possession of “the foor.” ‘The Americans can scarcely familiarise 
themselves with the wonders of this new creation of science, Last 
month an Albany journal reccived, per telegraph, a request from a 
‘Toronto editor for the news that came by the Cambria. An auswer, 
referring them to Buffalo for the news, was returned, and a response 
read, saying, that they would get the news from Buffalo all in the 
space of half an hour. Some miscreants, employed, it is said, by 
speculators, have been breaking the telegraph wires. ‘Chis has oc- 
curred frequently of late on the arrival of intelligence by the 
steamers, Now that the telegraph between Buffalo and Toronto is 
completed, a citizen standing on the northern bank of the Ontario 
may hold a pleasant parley and fete-a dete with a friend on the western 
shore of the Atlantic. Several of the telegraphs have been put out 
of order by the storms, with the exception of the New York and Phi- 
ladelphia line, the wire of which Is sald to weigh 330 lbs. to the mile, 
and is represented as capable of sustaining a weight of two tons.

Eightcen months ago much angry fecling was justly excited 
in England by the adoption of a system of espionage on the part 
of the police, which was supposed to have had the countenance of 
the then Home Secretary. The police were proved to have 
attired themselves in plain clothes for the purpose of watching the 
proceedings of individuals, and of mingling in circles where they 
might hear what was going on, and then take official cognisance 
of what they were pleased to construe into malicious intention. 
It was reasonably supposed that the indignation this excited would 
have protected the public from a repetition of so offensive a 
spy-system, especially as Colonel Rowan, the police superin- 
tendent, is known to have declared that the conduct of the police 
neither had his sanction nor that of Sir James Graham, except in 
very extraordinary instances. We see, however, by cases re- 
ported in the daily papers, that the police are at their old tricks, 
without any apparent cause for their indulgence, and it therefore 
behoves the superintendent to look to them, and vindicate public 
jiberty by punishing such infractions of the police regulations. 
By the order of the 17th of May, 1830, which has not been re- 
pealed, “ all officers of every rank in the police force are to 
appear at all times when on duty, in full uniform ;” and the third 
condition of employment prescribes that the constable shall 
appear in his police dress “at all times, unless when leave is given 
him to wear plain clothes.” Now the exceptions to this rule, we 
understand from the highest authority, to be very rare. It is 
only when men of notoriously bad character, who have been dis- 
charged from prison, or have returned from transportation, go 
back to their old haunts and manifest an intention to return to 
their evil ways, that a peculiar surveillance is authorised; and 
even then the vigilance of the officer is not to be extended to a 
hasty or tyrannical construction of a poor wretch’s motives. In 
fact, while the public are continually complaining, either that the 
police are never to be found when wanted, or exceed their ‘* brief 
authority” on all convenient occasions, the superintendent is 
studious to stimulate activity in the former case, and to repress 
officiousness in the second. Let every case, then, of neglect or 
usurpation be reported to him, and from the promptitude with 
which he punishes a violation of the rules laid down for the 
posse comitatus, we are sure that cognisance will be taken of the 
complaints, 

France has lost two great artists — Mademoiselle Mars, the 
actress, and Grandville, the graphic pencil illustrator.

The Italian Opera House, par excellence her Majesty's Theatre, 
afier the complete renovation and redecoration of the interior, pre- 
viously to the opening of the season for 1846, exhibited a splendour 
and beauty of appearance that elicited a burst of applause from those 
present, when the magnificent lustre was lighted up.

honoured the proprietors by laying the first stone of the new edifice ; 
and such was the indefatigable attention of the architect, and the 
exertion of the builder, that the new theatre was opened on the 18th 
of September, 1809, with the tragedy of Macbeth. ` 

The proprietors, in order the more speedily to cover their loss, had 
appropriated a larger portion of the auditory than had been customary 
to the purpose of private boxes, and had increased the prices of ad- 
mission to the boxes and pit—the former to 7s., the latter to 4s. 
These circumstances, which were considered as an attempt at im- 
position, excited so strong a spirit of indignation in the publie mind, 
that the consequence was, a systematically-conducted riot, which, 
commencing on the first night, continued with unabated violence for 
about vee months, outing which time the proprietors were playing 
under the oppression of a very seri j 

The Temple of Minerva, i tie cA ronails at Athens, suggested 
the design for the portico of this edifice, the order of which is pure 
Grecian Doric. The principal front, in Bow Street, measures 220 
feet from one extremity to the other; the Hart Street front and its 
parallel are in extent 178 feet, or nearly so. The Bow Street front 
presents a magnificent portico, with four columns of the Doric order, 
very large, fluted, and without bases, supporting 4 noble pediment. 


Two magnificent basso-relievo representations of the drama, ancient 
and modern, and two statues of Tragedy aud Comedy decorate the 
front. 

The interior of this splendid edifice corresponded in dignity and 
completeness with the exterior. For many years it was the home of 
the classic drama, which, as a regular public amusement, may be said 
to have expired with the departure of Charles Kemble from the pro- 
prietorship, Latterly it has been used as a monster concert room ; 
and now, in the year of grace 1847, and in the hopeful month of 
April, it promises to reassert its ancient glories, and to appear before 
the world in new and gorgeous attire as a Royal Italian Opera. 

As Tuesday, the opening day, approaches, curiosity becomes more 
and more excited to gain information respecting it. ‘The box-oilice 
has for the last week been besieged by the numerous subscribers, 
who are anxiously awaiting the important 6th, which is to admit them 
into a theatre arranged for the architect by John Kemble, and built 
by his carpenter, Mr. Stow, than whom it were impossible to have 
found more practical or efficient judges of all that was wanting to 
ioe such a building in every way suitable for the purposes of the. 
drama, 


The house has, as we have said, undergone a complete change, as

far as the decorations are concerned; a description of which, by the 
kind permission of the director, Mr, Beale, we are enabled to lay 
before our readers, 

The first object which strikes the spectator is the extreme beauty 
and el gance of the ceiling, which is divided into compartments re- 
presenting the various allegorical personages connected with the 
lyric drama and the fine arts; the ground is of a deep blue, shaded 
off towards the centre until the colour becomes almost purely white, 
which is finely relieved by the golden cords of the different sections ; 
the paintings are the production of Signors Ferri and Verardi. 

The ornamental portion of the boxes consists of white, gold, and 
sky blue, nanging in light and graceful festoons around the house ; 
and when the reader learns that there are six tiers of boxes, and three 
more tiers civided into stalls or amphitheatres, the imagination will 
easily conceive the beauty of the scene; in fact, the simplicity and 

ood taste displayed in the whole reflects the highest credit upon Mr. 
$ Albano, C. E., the architect employed by the management, no less 
than upon Mr. Ponsonby, under whose superintendence the deco- 
rations were effected. i 

Among the most important features of the new opera is the great 
and extreme regard paid to the comfort of the public, the whole of 
the pit, and indeed the amphitheatres, being divided iuto seats with 
divisions, so that no single person can be in any way incommoded. 
To effect this object, the management has sacrificed (with a liberality 
of spirit which cannot be too hizhly commended) a great portion of 
that room which might have been, perhaps, more profita»ly retained. 
This trifling circumstance sees to us a guarantee that, at any rate, 
it will not be their fault if the public do not meet with every satis- 
faction, especially as in no instance will a larger number of tickets be 
issued than each division of the house can contain. 

The stage has been thrown forward some fifteen feet, so as to 
enable every individual in the house to obtain a good view of the 
performers, ‘This is an advantage so great, that it needs no com- 
ment; and as if to leave nothing undone, a commodious carriage-way 
has been constructed, by which the patrons of the opera may enter 
and leave the house without being in any way exposed to the wea- 
ther; in fact, whether we look to the exterior or the interior of this 
magnificent building, we are constrained to acknowledge that even 
criticism can find no fault, 

We shall return to this subject as soon as the whole is complete, 
which, as there are 400 men engaged by night and day, will be within 
a few hours, so that there need be no uneasiness on the part of the 
public as to its not being ready for their reception 

The principal artistes have already arrived, and the band, under 
the experienced Costa, as well as the choruses, under Boncorsiglio, 
have been for some time in a state of efliciency. We have only to 
add, that if it meet with the success which it deserves, that the success 
will be most complete. i

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FINE ARTS. 

Tar New Houses or Panttamenr.—'The public will naturally 
feel most anxious to obtain a view of such parts of the new palace of 
Westminster as are now nearly completed. We have reason to be. 
lieve that the most probable course for facilitating this object will 
be that her Majesty will command the Lord Great Chamberlain to 
give admission to the public on the days on which there is no business 
before the House of Lords, under the best regulations he can make 
for the general convenience, 

Monument to Jonn Hunter, — Meetings have lately been held 
at ihe Royal College of Surgeons, attended by most of the surgeons 
of the metropolitan hospitals, tor the purpose of organising a com- 
mittee among themselves, in co operation with the council, for the 
purpose of raising a monument in Westminster Abbey to the me- 
mory of John Hunter. The circumstances under which the propo- 
sal was made are exceedingly creditable to all parties ; it appears that 
after the delivery of the late Hunterian oration, when the members 
of the council, with their distinguisoed. visitors, dined at the Free. 
masoo’s Tavern, the Rev, Dr. Buckland, the eminent geologist, in 
returning thanks for his health, stated that soon after his install ition 
to the deanery of Westminster, whilst walking round the Abbey with 
Professor Owen, he expressed to that gentleman his regret that the 
medical profession, of which Hunter was so bright an ornament, had 
not yet erected any monument to his memory, and suggested the 
propriety of one being placed in a vacant niche near Dr. Baillie’s, 
generously offering. should his suggestion be adopted, to forego the 
fees to which he would have been entitled, and to promote the object 
as far as he could. The wish thus expressed was immediately re- 
sponded to by the council, who have invited the surgeons of the me- 
tropolitan hospitals to confer with them on the best means for carry- 
ing out the object in question. 
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Count or Review, -~ Ix re Henny Taowas Ancuer. — This 
case involved a charge against a solicitor for an illegal exaction of 
costs in process under the act for the recovery of small debis, Tax- 
ation having been ordered, the matter now came on to be finally 
settled, ‘Tne chief judge said he had entertained considerable doubt 
as to the lawfulness of the imprisonment in this case; but two of his 
learned friends, Mr, Serjeant Goulburn and Mr, Commissioner 
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Fane, thought the order regular and the committal legal. For him- 
self, he still owned to great difficulty as to the award of the marimum 
of the penalty under the authority of the act, without hearing the 
defendant in mitig ition. When this matter first came before the 
court, he had thought that he might have declined to exercise the 
function of taking the matter on appeal. A jurisdiciion incidentally 
given to a commissioner of bankrupts did not necessarily throw on 
the Court of Review the duty of meddling with it. In m-trers not 
strictly within the jurisdiction of the court, where charges of miscon- 
dict were alleged a ainst one of its officers, it sometimes became a 
duty to interpose. ‘The question was, whether the preset matter 
was sufficiently grave to make inte: ference advisable. Hence arose 
a suggestion for a consent order to taxation of the solicitor’s bill, 
What he (the chief judge ) should have done if Archer’s offers to sub- 
mit the matter to taxation before these proceedings were taken had 
not been made, or if that offer had not been rejected or declined on 
behalf of Mr. Shuckard, he need not and would not now say. They 
were made, and declined ; and taking that into consideration, the 
right conclusion would be to direct repayment of the amount taxed 
off, being somewhat over 5l., together with the costs of taxation, and 
of the proceedings in this court, except so far as increased by filing 
affidavits on either side before the ord: r for taxation, [In the course 
of the discussion on this case, Mr. Wigram declared the act under 
which these proceedings Originated ought to be burnt by the hang- 
man; and the court added that its repeal was inevitable, if in fact i} 
was not already virtually superseded by the operation of the new 
county courts measure.

ASSIZE INTELLIGENCE. 


Hour Cracurr.—Crvit Sine.—Sxire v, Burainar.—This was an 
action to recover the sum of 801 from the defendant, an attorney, 
which had been placed in his hands by the plaintiff, to indemnify him 
for becoming a surety for his appearance to prosecute a person 
named Borfield for felony at the Central Criminal Court. It will 
be remembered that the prosecutor was robbed of his pocket-book, 
which contained 300/., at the Catherine Wheel Inn in the borough, 
and a man named Burfield, who was emploved at the establishment, 
was convicted at the last session of the Central Criminal Court of the 
robbery, and sentenced to six months’ imprisonment, ‘The present 
defendant acted as attorney for the prosecution, and owing to Skipp 
being at the time in some pecuniary difficulties, and from other cir- 
cumstances, the case was a good while under investigation, and when 
the pocket-book containing the money was found, the magistrate re- 
fused to allow it to be delivered up to the prosecutor, unless he 
entered into sureties for his appearance at the sessions, to prosecute 
the delinquent; and the detendant in the present action, his then 
solicitor, consented to become security, upon his depositing {the sum 
of eighty pounds in his hands; and some sort of arrangement was 
entered into, that this money should not be restared until after the 
trial at the Central Criminal Court, Some disagreement subse- 
quently took place between the parties, and it appeared thatalthough 
the trial at the Old Bailey did not, in point of fact, take place until 
the 6th of March, the present action to recover the money was com- 
menced on the 2d; and it was one of the grounds of defence that the 
plaintiff had not at that time fulfilled the condition upon which the 
money was to be restored ; and the defendant also pleaded a set-off, 
and put in his bill for 931. for conducting the prosecution, against 
the sum sought to be recovered by the plaintiff. ‘Ihe jury found for 
the plaintiff for the amount claimed, 


POLICE. : 


Tuamus, — Charles Frankish, a carpenter, residing at 25, London 
Terrace, Commercial Road, was charged with inflicting certain in- 
juries on the person of a young man named Samuel Salter, thereby 
causing his death. It appeared that on Friday week the deceased, 
who resided in the same house with Frankish, and which was stated 
to bea common brothel, went home much intoxicated, and shortly 
after the prisoner came in, and some words passed between the par- 
ties, and they fought several rounds together. ‘The next morning 
Salter was in such a state as to require removal to the London Hos. 
pital, where he subsequently died. On Monday an inquest was held 
on the body, and an open verdict was returned of “died from in- 
juries received, but by whom inflicted there was no evidence to show.” 
On Tuesday when the case was heard before Mr, Yardley, Mr. John 
Clementson Day, house surgeon of the London Hospital, deposed 
to having made a post mortem examination of the body, and the re- 
sult left no doubt on their minds that the immediate cause of death 
was the blow on the head of decvased, there being a great effusion of 
blood on the brain. | The body generally was in a diseased state. 
The liver was what ie commonly termed a drunkard’s hver, being 
much swollen. ‘The heart was also larger than is usual, and one of 
the lungs was much diseased, all (denoting that the man was an ha- 
bitual- drunkard; but the Immediate cause of death, no doubt, was 
the blow on the head. Several witnesses were cailed, who deposed 
to the intoxicated condition of the prisoner on the night in question, 
A beer-shop keeper, named Prosser, who keeps the Barley Mow, in 
the Commercial Road, deposed that on the night in question the de- 
ceased came to his house. He was muen intoxicated, and in a very 
excited state. He expressed his determination to have a fight with 
some one, Witness was compelled to put him out of his house. 
Mr. Yardley said there was no doubt the deceased's death had been 
caused by recent violence, but he thought the case so doubtful that, 
in his opinion, 1t would be perfectly useless to send it to a jury, 
Under these circumstances he should discharge the prisoner. 

HAMMERSMITH. — CAU MON to FAMILIES, —Charles Neil was finally 
examined, charged with having been concerned with William New- 
man, now awaiung his trial, in stealing two new great coats, of the 
value of 5l, from the residence of Mr, A, M'Clure, Notung Hiil. 
On the evening of Friday, the 19th instant, the prisoner knocked at 
Mr, M‘Clure’s door about half- past eight o'clock, and on being an- 
swered by Elizabeth Turner, the cook, he hauded her a book, saying, 
“ This book is for your. master ;” the cook said, For Mr. M‘Clure 2” 
and the prisoner revlied, * Yes; 1 have lost the address.” The cook 
shut the door, leaviog the prisoner in the hall, and took the book up 
into the drawing-room to her master, Mr, M‘Clure immediately 
told her to hasten dowt stairs, as it was a ruse to rob the house, She 
did so, followed by Mr. M‘Clure and his brother, when the hall door 
was found open, and two new great coats, whien had been hung up 
only ten minutes before, had been stolen, On reaching the s'reet, 
Mr. M‘Clure and his brother heard that two men had been seen leave 
ing in different directions, and they did the same, Mr. M Clure for- 
tunately overtaking, at Notting THiil turnpike, the other prisoner, 
Newman, with one of the coats on his arm, The prisoner at that 
time escaped, but the po tce having since been in active search for 
him, he was captured on Saturday last, in Carnaby Sireet, Carnaby 
Market, by policeman Johneock, The prisoner immediately said he 
supposed it was for tne joù at Notting Hill, and that he must get 
some one to say that he m somewhere else on that evening, The 
prisoner, who made no detence, was fully committed for trial, 
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CRIMES AND CASUALTIES, 

Serious, ACCIDENT AT THE New Cross Rauway Station, — 
On Monday an accident, attended with very serious conse quences, 
occurred on the line of the Croy don Railway toa man named Wm. 
Jenner, aged 21 years, residing at No, 3. Martha Piace, Henry 
Street, Deptford. It seems that the unfortunate man was a stoker 
in the service of the company, and was engaged on one of the loco- 
motive engines. He has latterly been employed in working an en- 
gine between the Surrey Canal and the New Cross station at Dépt- 
ford, which conveyed large quantities of coal, &e., from the barges 
for the use of the various engines on the line, and whilst they were 
going up an inclined plane he got down from his berth to arrange 
some deficiency in the coupling irons, when his right arm was drawn 
in between the machinery, and before he could be extricated his 
arm was most seriously injured. He was taken to a surgeon’s, and 
subsequently put In one of the carriages for London Bridge, from 
which place he was taken to the accident ward of Guy's Hospital,

Farar Accipent 1x Bow Srreer. — On Monday Mr. Bedford 
keld an inquest at the Unicorn, Tavistock Street, on the body of 
Henry Werren, a plumber, who was suffocated in a well on Situr- 
day last. John Hewson said he was employed with the deceas:d in 
removing the pump to make way for the new carriage road in Bow 
Street. The deceased had to go down the well to cut off the pipe, 
and witness offered him a candie, Deceased put the ladder down 
the well, and went about six steps, his head being then two feet below 
the mouth of the well. when he suddenly fell ino the water Wit- 
ness saw him fail, but was unable to render him any assistance. 
Deceased sank under the water, and was not found till balf an hour 
had elapsed, and was then brought up with the drags. Previous to 
that a man went down with a rope round his body and his mouth 
tied up, but was compelled to return in consequence of the foul air. 
Nothiug was done to learn whether the well was safe before tne de- 
ceased descended. Mr. Cooper, the deceased's employer, said he 
thought the state of the weil arose from the fact, that since the new 
sewer was made the gas from the pipes in the road had escapi d into 
it. Verdict, “ Accidental dea h;” the coroner and jury recom- 
mending “ that in future all wells should be tested before any one 
entered them.” 

Metancnoty FALL rrom a Winpow. — On Monday afternoon, 
between one and txo, an accident of a most melancholy nature oc- 
curred to a respectable painter named Hinghain, aged firty-nine, 
residing at No 4. M‘Douyall ‘Terrace, Chelsea. It appears that the 
unfortunate man was engaged at the house No. 36. Edward Street, 
Hampstead Road, painting the first floor window, when he by some 
means fell therefrom, and was conveyed to the University College 
Hospital. where it was ascertained that he had sustained a fracture 
of the left thigh, a dislocation of the collar bone, besides a fracture of 
the right clavicle, and some severe contusions of the head, with other 
injuries, so as to preclude the slightest hope of his recovery, 

Distressing Suiciner. — On Tuesday an inquest was held before 
Mr. Baker, on the body of Mr. Reynolds, late an oil and colour: 
man, in the City Road. It appeared that some time since he re- 
ceived a bill for 1207., which he was unable to pay, and being pressed 
by his creditors he became very low spirited. “On Saturday nighe 
last he appeared unusually desponding, and retired early to his bed- 
room. On the following morning he was discovered by his daughter, 
in bed, quite dead. On his dressing table was found a bottle con- 
taining prussic acid, and a piece of paper, which stated he had com- 
mitted suicide. Verdict, Temporary insanity.” 

Deaty rrom Daixxixc.—On Monday afternoon, as a cart was 
passing through the West India Dock-gate, Blackwall, a puncheon 
of rum was tilted out, and the cask having started, it was immediately 
surrounded by a number of individuals, who greedily swallowed the 
spirit, which was 39 degrees over proof. One man, named William 
Pattison, drank such a quantity that he was found on ‘Tuesday morn- 
ing, at one o'clock, by a constable, lying in a state of insensibility 
outside the Railway Tavern, Poplar. He was immediately removed 
to the Arbour Square station, when medical aid was sent for. Dr, 
Baillie was in prompt attendance, and, on using the stomach pump, 
extracted no less than a pint and a halif of pure spirit, and not a par- 
ticle of food. Every effort that medical skill could suggest was 
used, but the unfortunate man gradually sunk till two o'clock, when 
he expired. 

Intacir Distittation. — From information received two excise 
officers on ‘Tuesday proceeded to the premises belonging to William 
Skinner (whose case for having an illicit still in his possession was 
heard before the honourable commissioners of excise, at the court, 
Broad Street, on Thursday Jast, and fined 1002 ), at No. 2, Sidney 
Street, Mile End Road. “Upon obtaining admission, they proceeded 
to the room in which they seized an illicit still on the 25th of last 
month, where they found a large still, set in brick work, fully charged 
with a fire under it and at work. Skinner and his daughter were 
attending the working, and were immediately arrested by the officers, 
In the sull-room was a large ibe of molasses, and the usual ap- 
paratus and fittings of a distillery, From the appearance of the pre- 
mises it was evident that not the slightest suspicion existed in the 
mind of the owner that he should receive a second visit from the 
same officers so soon after his former detection, as the stock of raw 
materials was laid in for carrying on an extensive trade. Having 
secured their prisoners, the officers obtained a van, and the whole 
of the seizure was conveyed to the excise warehouses in Broad 
Street. 

Numerous Franrun Accipents. — On Tuesdaw®afternoon, the 
following fearful accidents occurred : — The first happened to a me- 
chanic, who was proceeding along the Strand towards Charing Cross, 
when, in crossing the road, he slipped and fell, thus sustaining a 
broken ley, a fracture of the right arm, and other injuries.

He was picked up insensible 
and conveyed to St. | homas’s Hospital, when it was ascertained that 
he had received a severe injury to the head, with a fracture of the 
chest bone, and other contusions. Another accident happened to a 
respectable-looking person, whose name did not transpire. He was 
endeavouring to cross the road at the eastern end of Lombard Street 
when one of Hansom’s patent cabs came up at a moderate pace but 
before he could get out of the way was knocked down; and, upon 
being taken into a neighbouring surgeon’s, it was found that he had 
broken his right arm, besides receiving some severe contusions about 
the face.

Tar Evctisu in Tunkey.—At a village called Mackriquy, about 
two miles distant from Constantinople, on the coast of the sea of 
Marmora, there has existed for several years a little colony of English 
engineers, who, under the direction of a Mr. Hague, have been work- 
ing iron mines discovered by that gentleman, and carrying on an 
iron factory also established by the same person. It may be thought 
a difficult thing in Turkey, where foreign operatives have very high 
wages, and a great deal of leisure and iiberty to keep their conduct 
within the bounds of decorum. Such, however, is the virtue of the 
scientific education in their own calling which these men have all 
received, and of the easy circumstances they enjoy, that their lives 
are remarkably regular and temperate, and they feel that by their 
example they may exert an influence for good on the natives who 
surround them, which may be felt very widely. Chiefly then with 
this view, but also for their own advantage, they have formed a com- 
mittee, Mr, Hague being their president, for the purpose of founding 
a mechanics’ institute at Mackriquy. Already the members of this 
society amount to more than three hundred; and its success, from 
another circumstance, very remarkable and most hopeful, may be 
said to be fully assured. ‘The Sultan has taken the project under his 
protection. He has engaged to build a large stone editice for the 
institute, and to furnish at his own expense all the books, maps, 
giobes, and instruments for lecturing experiments that may be re- 
quired. It will be rightly conjectured from this fact, that not Euro- 
peans alone will constitute this association, It will be made up of 
many people— English, Americans, Armenians, Greeks, and Turks, 
The books to most of these, to be sure, will be sealed, though many 
Armenians and Greeks speak English and French, Gratuitous 
volunteer lecturers, however, avejfound, especially among the Ame- 
ricans, who understand the Armenian and ‘lurkish languages, and it 
is much less difficult still to find persons able to lecture in Greek.

‘This gentieman deposed that the accused 
called on him on the 24th of January, After having begged him to 
devote the greatest care to the delicate investigation entrusted to 
him, the lady withdrew, leaving upon his table a svaled packet, which 
she said contained memoranda for nis guidance in the case. After 
her departure, M. Magendie opened the packet, and found that it 
contained three bank notes of 10CO francs.

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The cathedrals of Cologne, Amiens, Beauvais, the Sainte Chapelle at Paris, | 
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the main cluster, are decorated with numerous small mouldings; the triforium, 
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the plan, section, or elevation of a building within it, the several proportions can 
be accurately measured, and if subdivided into a number, either of the triangles 
would show the proportion it bore to the whole area. 

In one of the tracery heads of the windows in the cloister at Westminster, the 
date of which is about 1348, we have two figures that resemble the plans given 
to clustered pillars, indicating at once that the same principles were applied to 
the setting out of both windows and points of support. When the circumference 
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of a circle is divided into twelve a parts, the points which divide them form 
the termination of four equilateral triangles, and we have at their intersections 
not only the centres of the circles that constitute the filling in, but also the 
several unities and other proportions of the figure. 

These rules were evident y applied to windows, and to tracery of every de- 
scription, executed at the end of the thirteenth and commencement of the four- 
teenth centuries; also to the plans of the main cluster of pillars in many cathe = 
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drals and churches. For nearlya century, circles and their intersections 
formed the ik papi portions of every kind of panel and window head ; they 
were afterwards blended into other figures, and apparently set out upon different 
principles: but the hexagon and equilateral triangles were necessary to produce 
the flowing lines which suteaeded: The change which took place in design no 
doubt arose from the facility which had been attained by the practice of this 
method ; and if it were possible to exhibit each variety in England alone, there 
would be ample evidence of the inventive power of the freemasons and the pro- 
gressive improvement of their school for depicting form. The quatrefoil is met 
with in the panels of several altar tombs, in the spandrils of the arches of door- 
ways; and it is worthy of observation that all the mitres, where the figures 
change their form, are perfect foreach. Had these considerations been neglected, 
we should not have had the graceful flowing lines found in these designs ; no 
other triangles crossing are so universally applicable, or require less skill in 
their adoption, ‘The student of the present day might occupy a life in the collec- 
tion of these subjects, and they are most excellent models for the application of 
the rules of theoretical geometry to practice. 

Windows of Three Days or Divisions are met with, having heads of singular 
beauty, inclosed within an equilateral triangle ; and so numerous are the designs, 
that itis rare to meet with two exactly similar. In the more simple of three 
days, or lower divisions, the head is occupied by three circles, each of which 
contains a trefoil constructed upon the crossing of either three or four equilateral 
triangles. 

A very extraordinary design, composed of intersecting circles, is to be seen at 
the east end of the chancel of the church of Sutton, at Hone, m Kent; although 
much dilapidated it still preserves many of its original flowing lines, all struck 
from the same radius, through points previously determined by crossing the pri- 
mitive circle by four equilateral triangles. 

At half the height of the head of the window a horizontal line may be supposed 
to be drawn from one side to the other, on which are three circles; the two 
outer touching, are crossed by the third, struck from the point of their junction ; 
with the same radius several spherical triangles are struck from the points of in- 
tersections, producing the lines which unite and divide the window head into se- 
veral compartments, differing in pattern and dimension. After the circles were 
struck, the lines that did not play into each other were left out, and those only 
retained which flow on gracefully : by these nice considerations and just applica- 
tion of principles, the masons were certain of producing a perfect effect, without 
rigidly adhering to any particular form, 

Windows of Four Days or Divisions. — Among the heads of a more simple 
character are those which contain one large circle, subdivided by three equi- 
lateral triangles, each inclosing a trefoil, Others contain, in addition to the one 
great equilateral triangle, two smaller, constructed on the points of its base, and 
dropping into the space comprised between the heads of the division below. 

Windows of Six Divisions are far more complicated, and, though exhibiting 
greater skill in geometry, are set out precisely on the same principle. The two 
equilateral triangles enclosed within the great circle, mark out the prominent 
features of the design, and their termination are the centres of as many spherical 

t rfangles, which by their crossing constitute the elaborate filling in. 

Jn some examples, above the tw» main lower divisions, is a circle aivided by 
several others, the twelve which are indicated in a subjoined figure serving to 
proportion the tracery of this “omvartment. 

At the latter end of the fourteenth century these designs were so multiplied, 
that almost every catnedrai anu church had its peculiar windows ; in Amiens 
cathedral, the chapels constructed at this same time receive their light from 
windows, the heads of which are filled in with tracery exceedingly varied, but 
the general principles of setting out the work are preserved; the circle and the 
equilateral triangle are sundivided aimost to infinity, and at no period of the 
arts do the inventive faculties appear ao fertile as in tha: we are now consider- 
ing. Tne great west wincow of York Cathedral is the finest example of the 
improvement made in this mode of decorations ; the geometric forms are there 
80 concealed by the blending of the several curves, as to produce continued 
flowing lies. They are, however, all set out in the sam- mauner, and the 
eee upon which they are siruck are established by the crossing of equilateral 
tria gles. 

During the episcopacy of John Grandison from the year 1329 to 1369, Exeter 
Cathedral was undergoing an entire chinge in its architecture. To this bishop 
we are indebted for the g eat vest wind »w of wine cays, and several smaller of 
four or five, in which are introduced tracery showing a great variety of design ; 
some are composed ot equilateral triangles, each containing a tretoil, some of 
circles with six turns, others have four and three; but the heads of all, varied 
as they are, belong to the same school, 

The great east window of Bristol cathedral is another fine example of nine 
days, executed about the middle of he four eenth century; the centre of the 
head of the window, ¿r rather the nucleus of the tracery, i an octagon, six sides 
of which ore retained, the other two being suppressed to allow of a better com- 
bination with the three centre divisions of the lower par’. 

The +quilateral triangle also defined the form and magnitude of the several 
mullions as shown by the diagram, constructed upon measurement of the win- 
dows of the clerestory of the nave at Wivcheste~. A tine drawn from the apex of 
one mullion to the other is the base of the triangle, and the space inclos d by 
the two is divided into ten other equ lateral triangles, two of which ag ee in 
dimensions and form with each mullion. Of the 'welve equilat r-l triangles 
embracing two half mullions, ten are given to the day, or space to admit the 
light, and two, or ote sixth of tue whole, is comprised by the mullion; such 
appears to have been the manner of proportioning the parts of windows in the 
middle ages. 


Our illustra'ion shows how beautifully the fantastic designs of the 
mediaval architect were rendered in stone by the tasteful builder. 
We have also added, as further specimens of the engravings of the 
work, a tomb of Asia Minor and a restored Roman lighthouse of

Weare to have a grand Oriental spectacle, with 
Felicien David's supero music, and Mr. Hughes’s marvellous troupe 
of horses, elephants, camels, &c. Mr. Bunn never does things by 
halves. His ideas are magnificent, and his realisation of them com- 
plete. Whoever remembers . The Jewess will believe what he can 
achieve for The Desert (the name of the new spectacle), with almost 
unlimited means at command of putting oriental processions on the 
stage of Oid Drury. At the Haymarket, Mr. Webster offers one of 
those charming conceptions for which Planché stands unrivalled. 
Lhe New Planet is the title of a burlesque which, if there is faith in 
bills (and Mr, Webster rarely breaks the promise. to the hope), will 
embrace ali the elements of that favourite class of entertainment in 
exquisite profusion. Song, dance, wit, beauty, effective scenery — 
alt will combine to ensure a perfect success, After so great a 
triumph as The Flowers of the Forest, anything new can scarcely be 
looked for at the Adelphi, In fact, it would be “ a wasteful ‘and 
ridiculous excess” to add a fresh entertainment to that which is fresh- 
ness itself to many thousands of people. The Phantom Dancers, 
whose infinite variety “ custom cannot stale,” is to be revived as a 
suitable afterpiece. “Lhe Lyceum continues Martin Chuzzlewit and 
the Enchanted Forest for a few nights longer; but between the two 
pieces, a new dramatic folly, in one act, by Mr. Stocqueler, the 
author of Polkamania, The Marble Maiden, &c., is to be given. It is 
called Crusoe the Second, On Thursday a new drama, by Mr. Shirley 
Brooks, wiil be produced. It is said to be replete with interesting 
situation and effective dialogue. ‘The Keeleys and Leigh Murray 
are well fitted in this drama. At the Princess's Theatre, Mr. Mad- 
dox introduces Auber’s new opera, ‘he DBarcarole, and revives the 
Midsummer's Night Dream, Miss Sarah Fiower playing Oberon, Miss 
Marshall Puck, and Compton Bottom. — Astley’s Amphitheatre, 
stimulated by the equestrian opposition at Drury Lane, comes out in 


great force with a grand drama, founded on Lord Byron's Bride of 


Abydos, and some new performers in the circle. To the delight of 
the transpontine playgoers, the favourite clown, T. Barry, resumes 
his place, which has been but indifferently filled since his absence. 
Altogether, there is great entertainment in store for the pleasure- 
seekers, and we hope great profit for those who cater for them. 

Whilst we are on the subject of theatres in genes we must not 
omit to mention that Lady Boothby (Mrs. Nesbitt) has been in- 
duced, partly, itis said, through the solicitation of Mr. Webster, to 
return to the stage. She will appear at the Haymarket soon after 
Easter, in some of her favourite characters.

John of England, an Historical Romance. By Henry Curling, au- 
thor of + The Soldier of Fortune.” 3 vols. Bentley; London. 
A successful attempt to attract to the study of history the popular 

mind, allured, alas ! too readily, by the meretricious charms of fiction. 

When sermons will not be listened to, however, it is proper to select 

a more tempting vehicle to convey a moral remedy ; and we, there- 

fore, hail with pleasure the step towards sound reading, indicated by 

the taste, fast becoming general, fora light reading literature founded 

upon a basis of truth, “Historical romances are now the rage of li- 

braries and reading rooms, and we have no fear of its Nagging if the 

spirit is only supported, and sustained with equal ability as is dis- 
played in the novel before us of “John of England.” “Every page 


excites to deep thought and a wish for other information connected 
with the history of our country in the era to which the story refers. 
Besides, Mr. Curling takes every opportunity of correcting erroneous 
impressions derived from less considerate writers; and though he 
sometimes even withstands our own great bard, Shakspeare, it is with 
such becoming modesty, we thank him for the correction. An in- 
stance we shall quote, as speaking favourably for the care with which 
our author has read up his subject, and the very excellent purposes to 
which he has directed the powers of his mind and pen:—. 


A feeble government, eluded laws, and a violent and tyrannical prince, had 
given many of John’s Norman subjects considerable disgust. They had before 
complained of the denial of justice in his court, and accordingly many of them 
now secretly leaned to the party of Philip, and solicited redress from him as their 
superior lord. $ 

Arthur of Bretagne, although he has been familiarised to our eyes by Shaks- 
peare as a mere child, possessing all the winning eloquence of a prattler of some 
nine or ten years of age, and whose very pleading for life and eyesight has all the 
infantine shrewdness of the nursery, was, in truth, at this period, rising to man's
